Chosen As Symbolical Of 
National Characteristics 


Mother Canada and four of her 
provinces — Nova Scotia, Manitoba, 
Alberta and Ontario—have adopted 
native floral emblems. Canada's em- 
blem, the Maple Leaf, like the Trail- 
ing Arbutus of Nova Scotia, was 
highly favoured more than a century 
ago. The former, like the Rose of 
England, the Thistle of Scotland, 
the Shamrock or Ireland and many 
of the older national emblems be-| 
came established without official en-| 
actment or public proclamation, The 
Trailing Arbutus or Mayflower of, 
Nova Scotia, the Anemone patiens of 
Manitoba and the Wild Rose of Al- 
berta have been made official by 
provincial legislation and a bill al- 
ready prepared to give officia] stand-| 
ing to the Trillium for Ontario it is) 
expected will be enacted by the On- 


tario Legislature during the present 
sitting. 
National flowers have in certain 


countries a peculiar significance or) 
are symbolical of the characteristics 
or feelings of the nations. In many 
cases, as in the Canadian provinces 
and in the United States, the chosen | 
flower has been adopted by legisla- 
tion. In other cases as in several | 
European countries, in Egypt, India! 
and Japan it has by its association 
with poetry, religious ceremonies or 
popular sentiment of the people, 
gradually become universally recog- 
nized as the nation’s symbol. In 
connection with each of these there 
is an interesting story. 

The Canadian emblem more than 
a century ago was regarded as high- 
ly symbolical of the Canadian peo- 
ple. This was indicated at a ban- 
quet of the Saint-Jean Baptiste 
Society held in Montreal on June 
24, 1836. The banqueting hall was) 
profusely decorated with branches 
and leaves of the Sugar Maple and 
the main speaker Denis-Benjamin

Campaign To Dehorn Cattle 


Work Is Being Neglected And 
Results In Heavy Loss 

With thousands of dollars being 
lost annually by cattle 
through shipping horned cattle, the 
Saskatchewan department of agri- 
culture, livestock division, is plan- 
ning a widespread campaign to de- 
horn all cattle, according to J. G. 
Robertson, commissioner, 

Ten years ago the department 
and other interested livestock asso- 
ciations, packers and the like, start- 
ed a campaign of a similar nature 
that met with some success. Thou- 
sands of cattle were dehorned then. 
Since, however, breeders have either 
forgotten or neglected to do such 
work and the new campaign is the 
result. 

One packing company has esti- 
mated the loss through horned cat- 
tle butting and attacking animals 
without horns or themselves while 
being shipped amounts to $1,000 a 
week; $500,000 on a million head of 
cattle a year. 

Cattle can be dehorned by using 
special pliers on the horns or, the 
best way, during the calf stage, ac- 
cording to Mr. Robertson. Here are 
directions issued by the department. 

One proper application of a stick 
of caustic potash to the nubbin of a 
calf will prevent growth of horns.

Better than 2,000,000 acres so far 
have been set aside in the United 
States for the wild ducks and geese

in the evaporation of sea water 
leaves the tiny droplets and trans- 
fers to the air, while at the same 
time oxygen in the air takes the 
place vacated by the sea water 
oxygen. 

The oxygen of water and that of 
the air are not the same —a fact Dr. 
Dole announced a few months ago 
which has since been confirmed by 
other scientists. 

The difference in the two oxygens 
is in weight. Both water and. air 
contain oxygen atoms weighing 
respectively 16 and 18 atomic units. 
But for some reason the lighter air

The net difference is that air oxy- 
gen has the atomic weight of 16.0001 
while water is 16.0000,

heavy particles of oxygen leave the 
water vapor in the stratosphere the 
water is not turned partly into hy- 
drogen gas, as it would be in other

The reason is that chemical 
“equilibrium’’ exists between the air 
and the vapor in the intense cold 
and reduced pressures miles aloft 


For each heavy oxygen particle that 
leaves the water droplet, a light one 


enters, having left its previous revi- 
dence--a molecule of air, The pro- 
cess is called “exchange.”

YOUR GARDEN | 


Even with the most fertile and 
open soil, expert gardeners stress 


the importance of thorough cultiva- 


tion. The preliminary jobs will 
usually be done with a spade, or 
digging fork where space is limited, 
but in the country where land is 
still valued by the acre a horse or 
tractor-drawn plow will be used, At 
least once during the year, and bet- 
ter still twice, the soil should he 
thoroughly turned over, Later on 


just before seeding it is usually best 
to rake or cultivate finely, in order 


to break down all lumps. The bene- 
fit of frequent light cultivation is 
two-fold, It will destroy weed 


growth, thus conserving the fertility 


and moisture used by these unwant- 
ed plants and it will also conserve 
moisture from evaporation which is 
always more rapid in hard, packed, 
ineultivated soil 

Where the area devoted to the 
garden is limited careful attention 


must be given to such points os d’s- 
tance between rows and between 
plants, so that all space may be 
used to advantage. Each plant must 
have room to mature yet gaps must 
be avoided. A study of rotation of 
crops and time of qnaturity is of 
great value in’ planhing the small 
garden, Such crops radish and 
spinach may be grown as intercrops 
between the rows of later maturing 
crops like carrots or parsnips. Late 
sown crops may be planted between 


as 


the rows of early maturing crops 
just before the latter are ready to 


harvest. Two or three crops of such 
plants as radish and lettuce may be 


grown on the same area, <A _ succes- 
sion of quick growing crops by 
planting at intervals is also desir- 
able. 

For quick results, an important 
point with the new garden or with 
property which is rented, annual 
flowers will make a very satisfac- 


tory showing all by themselves. They 
are indispensable, too, in filling in 
the gaps in the perenniai bed which 


may have suffered severely from 
winter damage In almost every 
section of Canada there are liter- 

ly hundreds of varieties from 
which to choose, including almost 
every conceivable colour, shape and 
height. There are bushy plants like 


Dahlias, which will make excellent 
backgrounds to serve the purpose 
until the permanent shrubs assume 
full size There are climbers such 
as the Scarlet Runner Bean, 

tiums, Sweet Peas and others which 
will cover fences, screen verandahs 
or even trail over walls. In the 
standard sorts heights range 


the inch high Alyssum to 
flowers, Cosmos and Zinnia 
vary from a foot or to sis 
Many of these things can he planted 
as seed in the open ground from 
late April until the first of June. For 
short cuts or unusually early reots 
many annuals may be purchased as 
well started plants.

Many people wonder at the amaz- 
ing prices paid from time to time 
for Persian carpets, inusical instru- 
ments by famous makers, pottery 
and enamelled jewellery, and other 
objects of art. There was, for ex- 
ample, the record price of $115,000 
paid some time ago for “The Em- 
peror’s Carpet,” a Persian master- 
piece fully 400 years old. Such a 
carpet may represent the continu- 
ous labor of hundreds of men, wo- 
men and children for more than a 
century, but its real value is in the 


marvellous carpet-making 
being a national industry in the Hast, | 
the secrets of the vegetable dyes for | 
those colors are closely guarded.)

consul in Tokio. He obtained the} 
cecret on behalf of a rich syndicate | 
in England, and smuggled it out of 
Japan among his consular reports. | 

The raw material is obtained from 
lacquer trees, which are tapped for) 
the sap. This is exposed in the hot| 
sun for a time, and a certain quant-| 
ity of water is added. Even to-day, 
European craftsmen cannot get quite | 
the same result as the Japanese and 
Chinese workers, for the real east-| 
ern lacquer results from a chemical 
oxidization brought about by the 
action of ferment.

Sulphur Is Diverted From Normal} 
Channels In Body 


A cause for arthritis in peculiar 
sulphur = “‘jé which the human 
body gets for reasons still unknown, | 
has been reported to the American 
Chemical Society.

Both these organs contain 
high amounts of the human _ body 


form of sulphur, cystine. Changes 
in the sulphur in nails especially ac- 
companied some, but not all changes 
in health. 

Patients with arthritis had 
than the normal amount of sulphur 
in nails. Healthy persons averaged 
11.7 per cent. of cystine, but rheu- 
matic sufferers dropped as low as 
seven per cent. 

“This implied,” the report stated,

“an intoxication factor which draws 
on the sulphur complex and_ thus 
diverts sulphur from its normal 
channels. 


“Injection of colloidal sulphur was 
tried in a number of patients with 
low nails, There was a 
marked increase in the cystine con- 
tent of nails after the injections and 
good improvement in the conditions 
of the patients.”

Is Only Effective Method For Con- 
trol Of Disease 

Many of the best of | 
wheat, oats and barley are suscept- 
ible to smut, and until they can be 
replaced by suitable smut-resistant | 
varieties careful regular seed’ 
treatment offers the only method of 
controlling this disease, 

Freedom from seed-borne diseases, 
such as smut, is usually considered 
to be one of the most important 
characteristics of registered and cer- | 
tified seed, and purchasers of this} 
seed, relying on its quality, fre- 
quently sow it without treatment. 
Yet, according to a statement from 
he Dominion Rust Research Labora- | 
tory at Winnipeg, even seed of the, 
highest quality, showing a trace of, 
smut, may produce a smutty crop if 
sown under conditions favorable for 
smut infection. 

The treatment of wheat, oats and} 
barley has been greatly simplified by | 
the recent introduction of organic 
mercury dusts such as new im- 
proved ceresan., This dust, when 
applied to the seed at the rate of 
one-half ounce per bushel, effectively 
controls the smut on oats, covered | 
smut of barley, and bunt of wheat.

The most effective and desirable 
method of controlling the house fly 
undoubtedly consists eliminating 
or reducing its breeding places to a 
minimum by properly treating or 
disposing of such materials as man- 
ure and The house fly 
breeds such decaying fer- 
menting matter kitchen refuse 
and garbage. Garbage receptacles 
should be kept tightly and 
where possible all refuse should be 
burned or buried at once or without 
undue delay. If it cannot be dis- 
pensed with, refuse should never be 
left exposed but sprinkled with pow- 
dered borax or chloride of lime. 
Windows and doors of houses, par- 
ticularly those of the dining room 
and kitchen, should be screened and 
all flies that gain entrance destroyed. 
This may be done by the use of fly 
swatters, by tanglefoot strips, or by 
using a fly spray. Milk and other 
food should be screened in the sum- 
mer by covering it with muslin and 
fruit should also be covered. On no 
account should flies be permitted in 
a sick room, and the faces of slecp- 
ing babies, or bables lying unattend- 
ed in their cots or carriages, should 
be screened with muslin. 

An effective poison bait, but 
which cannot be used where children 
are exploring or romping about, is 
made by exposing in saucers a mix- 
ture of one teaspoonful of formalin 
in a cupful of sweetened milk or 
water. Fly sprays, of course, oper- 
ate best in closed spaces, and the 
flies should he 
swept up and burned, or thrown into 
very hot water to prevent any from 
recovering.
